Offer awards to individual pupils or to the winner's school. These might 
also possibly be given to the school or school club with largest percentage 
of pupils participating. Or give a scholarship to a rural electrification 
short course if one is conducted by your state agricultural college. This 
usually involves minimum expenses for a week's stay and the trip to and 
from the state university. Publicize the achievements which bring such 
awards er scholarships by having the winners report to members and others 
in community meetings, local news articles and radio appearances. 


CLUB CAMPS: If the schools sponsor an FFA, FHA, or other school camp 
program in your area, offer help with installation of wiring or plumbing © 
and electrical equipment and with program features. Your wiring inspector 
or electrification adviser may be able to give the type of, training needed. 


ELECTRICAL FalR: Assist in sponsoring a-high school électrical fair with 
students! exhibits, educational programs, dealers’ displays, entertainment, s 
and movies. Or have a special program for youth as part of a: one- or two-day 
show designated primarily for adults. if
